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NOTE: 


Due*  to  the  inventory  revaluation  adjustment  amounting  to  $1,268.5  million, 
the  data  as  of  June  30 j  1961  as  shown  in  Charts  2  and  4  and  the  accompanying 
tables  for  each,  are  not  comparable  to  previous  months. 

The  Corporation  changed  its  accounting  policy  with  respect  to  inventory  cost 
as  of  June  30,  1961,  and  adjusted  its  former  cost  value  of  inventories  to 
acquisition  cost,  plus  the  cost  of  any  packaging  or  processing  performed 
after  acquisition.  Formerly  inventory  cost  as  reflected  in  the  accounts 
included  recorded  acquisition  costs;  storage,  handling,  packaging,  process¬ 
ing,  transportation  and  accessorial  expenses  incurred  after  acquisition; 
costs  of  storing  on  farms  certain  grain  commodities  while  under  extended 
loans  prior  to  acquisition;  and  loan  financing  expenses  (interest  paid  to 
lending  agencies)  relating  to  commodities  acquired  from  1957  and  prior  crop 
year  loans.  As  of  June  30>  1961,  inventories  acquired  from  price  support 
were  revalued  on  a  crop  year  basis  to  exclude  all  storage  and  other  costs 
incurrred  subsequent  to  acquisition  of  title  to  the  commodities  and  t©  exclude 
the  cost  of  storing  on  farms  certain  grain  commodities  while  under  extended 
loans  prior  to  acquiring  title.  Data  shown  for  June  30>  1961  and  all  subse¬ 
quent  months  in  charts  2  and  4,  reflect  this  accounting  policy  change.
